It is believed the Jones negro will 
die. It is said that he is recognized 
as a negro who is well able to take 
care of himself in his fights with ne­ 
groes. One report says the Jones ne­ 
gro whipped the two Randall neg ro es 
in a fight in Oklahoma some months 
ago. James Randall has a bad record 
with the sheriff’s department in De­ 
catur. Both negroes have been in jail 
here several times. No report has been 
received from the Denton county au­ 
thorities, later, officers from Denton 
came here and arrested Randall.
